This caused the Commercial club of 
Marshall to protest to Mr. Hamlin, 


who in a long reply to W. C. Gordon, 


president of the club , says: 
I am just if* receipt of your "night 
letter” in regard to the statem ent 
said to b e in Missouri’s Sunday pa­ 
pers, in relation to pub lic b uilding 
hill and hav e wired you as follows: 
“Satem ent in Sunday’s papers, re- 


ferred to in your telegram, wholly 
unauthorized. 
I hav e had no thought 
of leav ing Marshall out of the b ill. 
M a rsha ll will b e In the b ill for $60,- 
000. 
See letter.—C. W. Hamlin." 
I now write to confirm that mes­ 
sage. 
The pub lication to which you 
refer, did me an injustice, and you, 
relying on that pub lication, supimsing 
it to b e correct, were justly indignant 
at me; b ut now that you know the 
facts I sincerely trust that you and 
your people will feel correspondingly 
kindly toward me. 
I had not seen the pub llcatioa to 
which you referred and had not heard 
of it until this morning. My colleague. 
Judge Rucker, ob 'the Second Missouri 
district, cam-:» into my 
office 
and 
asked me if T had seen the statem ent 
in the Sunday papers in regard to 
what the pub lic b uilding b ill would 
co nta in. 
I answered him that I had 
not. 
He then told me what the state­ 
ment in the papers was 
in relation to 
b oth his and my districts. 
While we 
were talking ab out the m atter a mes­ 
senger b oy b rought yVur telegram 
into ray office. 
I was naturally Indig­ 
nant ov er this pub lication, and was 
anxious to ascertain if it wras p.uthor- 
ized b y Mr. Bartholdt, who. as a 
memb er 
of 
that 
committee, 
had 
charge of the Missouri project^. 
Judge Rucker and myself went im­ 
mediately 
to 
Mr. Bartholdt’s office 
and he assured us there that the pub - 
lifation was w'holly unauthorized b y 
him, and assured us that he could 
not understand how they got ti e in­ 
formation which they pub lished, as 
the b ill has not yet b een reported. 
Mr. Bartholdt has stated all along 
that he w^ould consult each memb er 
of the delegation in relation to pro­ 
jects to go into the b ill for his dis­ 
trict. 
Some tw’o weeks ago I had a talk 
with him, and of 
course, 
insisted 
strongly that he ought to put b oth 
M arshall and Springfield in the b ill. 
This he’ contended would b e impossi­ 
b le, for the reason that he was com­ 
pelled, "b y the powers tb nt b e,” to 
report a small b ill 
and 
therefore 
could not take care of more than one 
project in each district, and that 
therefore I m ast make a selection. 
I then asked him when he was going 
to take up *' o Missouri projects and 
ho •''r^:-Tnec' t’ e that it w'ould b e after 
lie b ad gone • v er the projects from 
other state.s. 
1, ifke the oth • memb ers, was w'ait- 
ing to b e notified b y him, when he 
was ready to take up the Missouri 
projects, b ut I was nr* notified, aruf as 
1 stated a while ago, immediatciy up­ 
on the receipt of your telegram I 
went to his office in company with 
Judge Rucker and had a conference 
with him. with the result th-it he 
assured me, in Judge Rucker’s pres­ 
ence, that upon my req uest he would 
put Marshall <n the b ill for |CO,OCM), 
which he also stated was an extrem e­ 
ly lib eral allowance, especially when 
compared with other projectsj in the 
b ill for towns the size of Marshall.

this amount for Parr, which Chair­ 
man Tawney had prov ided for, and 
declared that so long as he remains 
in congress the sugar frauds discov ­ 


erers should not get one penny.

was mixed up in the sugar frauds. 
P arr denies that he made any such 
charge.

In Poona, at the government hous« , 
for more than a quarter of a centuiT, 
every cat which passed out of the 
front door at dark was saluted b y the 
sentry, who presented arms to the 
terrified pussy.

Sir Rob ert Grant, Governor of Bom­ 
b ay, died in the government house, 
Poona, and on the evening of the day 
of kis death a cat was seen to leave 
the house b y the front door and to 
walk up and dowm a particular path 
precisely as the late Governor had 
b een used to do after sunset. A Hin­ 
doo sentry ob served and reported this 
to the sepoys of his faith, and they 
laid the matter b efore a priest, wdio 
explained to them the mystery of the 
dogma a t the transmigi ation of souls. 
“In this cat,” he said, “was reincar­ 
nated the soul of the deceased Gov­ 
ernor Grant, and it should therefore 
b e treated with the miiilairy honors 
due to his excellency.’’ 
As, however, the original sentry 
could not identify the particular cat 
he had seen on the evening of the 
day of S’r Rob ort’a death, it was de­ 
cided that every cat which passed 
out of the main entrance after dark 
should b e saluted as the avatar of 
his exc^.ency. Thus for over a quar­ 
ter of a century every cat that passed 
out after sunset had military honors 
paid, to it, not only b y Hindoo sen­ 
tinels, b ut—such is the infection of 
the superstition—b y Mohammedans, 
native Christians and even

Any yellow, red or white b lossoms, 
ex cept roses, are admirab ly adapted 
to place in b rass or copper jars, and 
such holders have distinct

vames, for the 
reason that they 
may b e used for 
other purposes 
Nothing can b e more charming, for 
instance, and at the same time less

than a shallow jar 
or 
b asin, holding five jonquils and as 
many stems of narcissus.

placed in small iron

New York, J une 27.—When J ames 
J .-J effries was born, thirty-fiv e years 
ago April 15 last, a first-class fight­ 
ing man was created. 
He was en­ 
dowed with ev erything that goes to 
make up a fighter, right 
from 
the 
start. 
He did not need to train and 
school himself to any great extent. 
He had both 
the 
brain 
and 
the 
brawn, and all he lacked was the am-, 
bltion to win fame as a fighter. 
When the ambition did 
come 
to 
him it required but two 
years 
for 
him to v anquish ev ery fighter worthy 
of consideration*, and make the cham­ 
pionship title one of his personal as­ 
sets. 
Once he secured it, the only 
way he could find of ridding himself 
of the burdens it imposed 
was 
to 
giv e it away. 
That is what J eff did 
with it. 
He looked ov er the field of 
worthy heav y-weights with a v iewr to 
adopting one of them as 
his 
heir. 
Eight years after his first fight he 
decided that Marv in Hart 
was 
the 
heir-apparent, 
and 
abdicated 
in 
Hart’s fav or. 
One of the striking things about 
J effries is the fact that it 
took 
a 
great deal of argument to conv ince 
him that he was a fighting man at 
air. , Despite nature’s generosity to 
him 
in 
the 
matter

and 
strength, he had a strong suspicion

all the time that he was intended to 
be a farmer. 
Through his early life he displayed 
great fondness for getting 
close 
to 
nature v ia a fishing rod or 
a gun, 
and spent quite a bit of time among 
the mountains. 
He dev eloped a de­ 
cided fondness for country life, and 
when he resigned his high state as 
champion, hav ing 
annexed 
enough 
money through purses, mov ing pic­ 
tures and stage appearances to do 
what he pleased, he hastened to^ a 
farm in Southern California with the 
intention of ending his days 
as 
a 
sort of country squire. 
Had 
J ohn 
Arthur J ohnson and the color ques­ 
tion not interfered with his plans he 
would, in all probability, hav e car­ 
ried out that determination.

J effries was born in Carroll, Ohio, 
in 1875, but his parents came to dali- 
fornla so soon after his arriv al that 
he is looked upon almost as a nativ e 
of that state. 
Little is recorded of 
his doings prior to 1897 beyond the 
fact that he was a mighty hunter, a 
good boilermaker, and a rough and 
tumble fighter with whom few cared 
to mix. 
He nev er was an amateur 
fighter. 
The first time he entered 
the ring he did so on the spur of the 
moment, accepting the challenge of a 
colored fighter named “ Hank” Griffin 
because of the money he would get 
by defeating 
the 
challenger. 
The 
fight occurred In l-ios Angeles, Cal., 
in 1893, and J eff accomplished the de­ 
feat of the colored man in fourteen 
rounds, winding up with an artistic 
knock-out. 
While this v ictory did not seem to 
arouse J eff to any 
ambition 
as 
a 
fighter, it attracted the attention of 
fighters to him as a v aluable training 
partner. 
He 
seconded 
a 
middle­ 
weight named Billy Gallagher in San 
Francisco two years later, and Gal­ 
lagher got him a match in 1896 with 
Dan Long, of Denv er. 
There was a 
$1,00 purse up, and Long went to 
sleep in the second round when J eff’s 
left encountered his nose. 
It was shortly after this that J im 
Corbett began to 
prepare 
for 
his 
fight with Bob Fitzsimmons, which 
gav e the laUer 
tho 
championship. 
Harry Corbett, J im’s 
brother, 
who 
was on the lookout for sparring part­ 
ners, sent J eff up to Carson City, Ne­ 
v ada, to join J im’s 
training 
staff. 
Corbett hammered the big fellow un­ 
mercifully, but J eff 
was 
absorbing 
knowledge 
of 
the 
fighting 
game 
through ev ery pore. 
These were his 
first real boxing lessons, and he took 
them from a master of 
the 
craft. 
Within three weeks after Corbett’s 
defeat, J eff was in the ring again on 
his own hook, doing away with the 
aspirations of two promising heav y­ 
weights in quick succession in 1897. 
So much had J eff benefited by Cor­ 
bett's training that he was 
marked 
as a coming fighter at once, 
and 
a 
match was arranged for 
him 
with 
Gus Ruhlin, of Akron, Ohio, which 
was fought in San Francisco in 1897.

The fight went twenty rounds to a 
draw. 
In the same year J effries fought 
J oe Choynski a twenty-round 
draw. 
He recalls this fight particularly, he 
says, because Choynski landed on his 
jaw the hardest blow 
he 
ev er 
re­ 
ceiv ed. 
It was a right-hander, and 
had so much good Will behind it that 
J effries nev er forgot it. That punch 
was one of the things that made J ef­ 
fries call Choynski to his aid when 
he decided to return to the ring to 
fight J ohnson. 
During the next year J effries 
be­ 
gan to find out how strong he really 
was. 
He knocked out J oe Goddard, 
of Australia, a hardy 
fighter 
with 
many v ictories to his credit, followed 
that up by knocking out Old Peter 
J ackson in three rounds, and making 
Mexican Pete Ev erett quit 
in 
less 
than three. 
A 
twenty-round 
draw 
with Tom Sharkey came in the same 
year, and then J effries went to New 
York, where he was matched to fight 
two men in one ev ening. 
The first 
of these was Bob 
Armstrong 
(col­ 
ored), and J eff damaged 
his 
hand 
against the big black to such an ex 
tent that he could not meet 
Stev e 
O’Donnell, the other man, much to 
the delight of O’Donnell’s friends. 
During this time Bob i^tzsimmons 
was 
retaining 
the 
championship 
against all comers. 
A match was 
made between J eff and Bob at Coney 
Island. 1899. * H was look.ed upon as 
a joke, as the man who had gathered 
J im Corbett’s scalp in decisiv e style 
was Vthought to he able to play with 
the big green hand, J effries. 
Fitz 
Simmons did play with him^for nine 
rounds. 
If there was any 
part 
J eff’s head he did not hit at will, no 
body at the ringside could locate the 
place. But in the tenth Fitz was tired 
and in the 
elev enth, 
after 
going 
down twice, he was unable to get up 
a third time, and J im J effries was 
champion of the lyorld. 


his second fight with Fitzsimmons, 
he fight took place in 1902, and Fitz 
hrew all his ^clev erness and strength 
nto the first three rounds. J eff's face 
was badly cut by the blows, and while 
itz was fresh, the champion looked 
ike a nov ice beside him. But he could 
not keep it up, and he could not seem 
o worry J eff to any extent. 
In the 
eighth J eff’s right caught 
the 
old 
champion in the stomach, his left 
went to the jaw, 
and 
Fitzsimmons 
was classed among the has-beens for 
good. 
The second fight with J im Corbett 
was J eff’s last imi>ortant fight. 
In 
that fight J eff showed that he had at 
ast learned the boxing game. 
He 
outfought Corbett, the admitted mas- 
er of glov e work and foot work, at 
ev ery point of the game, and in the 
elev enth Corbett went down for the 
count. 
This was Corbett’s last ap­ 
pearance in the ring. 
J ust prior to his retirement J eff 
fought a four round draw with J ack 
Munroe at Butte. It was a stay-four- 
rounds offer, and Munroe stayed by 
clinging to J etf all the time. Munroe, 
after 
tho 
fight, 
claimed 
he 
had 
knocked J eff down. 
As a matter of 
fact the big man slipped and fell, 
but Munroe boasted of his alleged 
triumph until .^eff’s anger was aroused 
and another fight was arranged. They 
met in San Francisco, and Munroe 
w’ent down aud out in the second 
round. 


In preparing for J ohnson, howev er^ 
the retired champion has left no part 
of his training go uncared for. 
He 
would not agree to the match until 
assured by try-out work and the opin­ 
ions of physicians that he was physi­ 
cally able to get Into good condition. 
Once assured of that, he iook up his 
quarters in the Santa Cruz mountalni, 
sixty miles south of San Francisco, 
and drilled as he nev er drilled before. 
In his camp J im Corbett, v olunteer 
aid, reigned supreme. 
J eff believ ed 
J im was a wfi^e man on matters con­ 
nected with care of the body, and he

In his preparation for his fight with 
J ohnson, J effr’es has done the hardest 
training work he was ev er known to 
undergo. 
His methods hav e been pe­ 
culiarly his own as a rule. He went 
in for bear shooting, fishing, moun­ 
tain climbing and the like, and his 
trainers had little to say about what 
he did.

cision ov er the sailor, but he declares

Corbett, b

partner. The ‘ bt was arranged, and. 
for twenty ro'nids ^effries took a ter­ 
rific amount of piuishment. 
He ut-. 
terly failed to reach Corbett with hiS| 
glov es, although Corbett bettered himj 
around so freely that the big fellow j 
looked foolish. J eff’s seconds told him 
that

was 
ex-champion beyond j

J eff went out to do in the next round.

beeded the former champion’s words. 
.Toe Choynski was there also, and Bob 
Armstrong. 
All three of them were 
victims of Jeff’s handiwork in times 
past, but they worked hard to prepare 
him for his last great battle. Among 
Choynski’s unrecorded battles is the 
defeat via a knockout of Jack .John­ 
son. 
It was during 
a 
three-round 
fight at Galveston in 1892. 
Farm er 
Burns was another of the training 
squad. 
He is a wrestler of consider­ 
able repute, and not a day of training 
passed but Jeffries engaged him in a 
struggling, hauling, hefting match. 
Eight years ago, when .Johnson be­ 
gan to loom on the pugilistic horizon, 
he urged his managers to make every 
effort to arrange for a fight with .Jef­ 
fries. 
“.Jeffries can’t touch me,” was 
his boast even in those days, and he 
fretted continually over the fact that 
until he acquired a reputation his 
prospects for a championship battle 
were but as gauzy as the tail of Hal­ 
le’s comet. He says he believed then 
as confidently in his ability to achieve 
the title as he did six years later, 
when at last Ms opportunity to battle 
for the supreme prize was realized. 
“It was not my fights themselves, 
but my fight to get those ¿ghts that 
proved the hardest part of the strug­ 
gle,” John$ on 
told 
the 
Associated 
Press in recounting his difficulties in 
reaching the pinnacle of his ambition. 
“It was my color. 
They told me to 
get a ‘rep;’ bat how was I to get a 
‘rep’ 
without 
meeting 
fighters 
of 
class? But I made them fight me. I 
just kept plugging along, fln.<tpping 
up what chances to fight I could grab, 
until by and by the top notchers saw 
that sooner or later they’d lirive to 
take me on. As soon as I had shown 
v;hat I could do, the fight public— 
most of the fans, anyway—took sides 
with me, and that helped a'whole lot.” 
Johnson asserts that he has never 
been apprehensive of possible defeat 
in any contest he has engaged in. 
None of them, he declares, had any 
terrors for him.

fight? J‘ve got your $ 10 already.” 
And this cool-headednesg under fire 
is another 
of 
the negro’s qualities 
npon which his backers 
count, be- 
» iovlng It is impossible to rattle bin; 
hv any known ring tactics. That his 
gcoQ nature does not indicate a lo'v 
order of intelligence, 
however, 
lias 
been clearly 
shown 
by 
his clever 
business methods and his rather well 
d‘ lie ringside speeches. 
Men who 
ha^e watched him say he simply h-as 
no nerves, using the word In the ac 
eepted sense. 


His four most important battles 
have been fought within the last year 
and a half, dating from his defeat of 
Tommy Burns in Australia, Itecember 
26, 1908. 
Having wrested the cham­ 
pionship rom Burns, he determined 
to meet and defend his title against 
all comers. 
His fights with Philadel­ 
phia Jack O’Brien, A1 Kaufman and 
Stanley Ketchel followed 
in 
rapid 
succession. 
On his fights two or three years be­ 
fore, that had brought him promi­ 
nence and helped him along greatly 
in his career, his contests with Sam 
Langford, 
the 
Boston 
negro, 
Joe 
Jeanette, Sam McVey, 
Denver 
Ed 
Martin, Jim Flynn and ^others, John­ 
son lays no particular stress except 
to regard them as so many rungs of 
the ladder of success. 
“I’m looking for a fight,” asserted 
.Johnson, “in which I really can let 
myself out and show the public just 
what I can do. 
That’s on« reason 
why I’m so anxious to go up against 
.Teffrlea" 
Johnson’s declaratioi^ sustains the 
Judgment of numerous sporting writ­ 
ers who have maintained for years 
that the big negro seldom, if ever, 
extended himself, and was capable of 
striking harder blows than he has 
ever delivered in the ring. It appears 
to have been a general belief that 
Johnson was “holding hack. ’ 
This 
was particularly noticeable in his re­ 
cent fight with Stanley Ketchel. 
In 
that bout Johnson toyed with his man 
all the way. He seemed to think the 
fight a joke until a slip and a timely 
punch brought him to his knees and 
aroused his anger. 
Just what hap­ 
pened next has never been clearly 
known. It was too fast to watch, and 
In an instant’s time Ketchel was on 
his back and being counted out. 
He 
did not seem to realize what had 
struck 
him, 
and 
Johnson 
himself 
seemed astonished at the result of his 
sudden exhibition of 
strength 
and 
speed.

IS78. his birthday being March 21,

winning all but one,

on he was almost constantly engaged 
till to date he has to his credit over 
six\r battles.
